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WILLEM OLTMANS REPORTS: "GENERAL DONALD A. DONALDSON CHARGES ALLEN DULLES 
MASTERMINDED JFK ASSASSINATION AND HOOVER/NIXON COMPLICITY" 



Dutch journalist and noted JFK assassination specialist, 
Willem Oltmans , charges in the April issue of GALLERY Magazine that 
there is a new and important witness concerning JFK's assassination 
and further evidence available. Since the writing of his article, 
Oltmans has obtained .additional information which leads him to conclude 
that this witness has been executed by the assassination conspirators. 
He further concludes that former CIA director Allen Dulles, fired by 
Kennedy in 1961 after the Bay of Pigs fiasco, gave the order for 
Kennedy ' s execution/assassination. 

Oltmans has also expressed his concern over the disturbing 
pattern of lax responsiveness by the American media to the introduction 
of new and important Kennedy assassination witnesses and information. 
Oltmans, who was responsible for the wide coverage of the George De 
Mohrenschildt case in March of 1977, makes these charges amid a cata- 
loging of the De Mohrenschildt story. He laments, however, that "It 
wasn't until Ve Uokneyisehlldt tunned up dead that the. pftess even began to consldeA 
that I might possibly be night about Ve Mohnenschlldt ’ 6 connection with the Kennedy 
assassination. And noiM, my new witness — nellable souAces tell me — Is most 
assuredly dead, and I wonden If, his body will have to faloat down the nlven Thames 
begone anyone In the pfiess will pay attention.”

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Oltmans ' GALLERY article is introduced by Colonel L. Fletcher 
Prouty, formerly the chief liaison between the CIA and the Pentagon. 
Prouty's introduction does not endorse Oltmans' charges or the existence 
of the new witness. However, Prouty does make clear that, even if 
Oltmans' evidence is the result of a "cover story character," a device 
often used to discredit investigators hot on the trail, Oltmans' new 
witness is still an important revelation because it shows that "the 
cover-up still lives." 

Oltmans' new witness is Dimiter Adamov Dimitrov, a Bulgarian 
national who, in 1943, founded the Bulgarian Democratic Liberation 
Movement to fight the Nazis. In late 1943 and early 1944, Dimitrov, 
now in the U.S. after fleeing the Communist takeover, was declared 
a U.S. citizen, made a titular general, and given a new name by President 
Franklin D. Roosevelt. From this moment on, Dimitrov was to be referred 
to as General Donald A. Donaldson. Donaldson was entrusted with a 
mission from Roosevelt to persuade Ivan Bagrianoff, Prime Minister of 
Bulgaria, to join the west instead of the Communists. 

In 1947, General Donaldson also served' in the Greek Civil War, 
fighting the Communists w^th Generals Skobie, Commander of the British 
Army, and James A. Van Fleet of the U.S. Army. This missing general 
(Donaldson) becomes important now, since he claims he was a special 
advisor to President Kennedy on Eastern European Communism. Donaldson 
claims that he was ordered by President Kennedy "to investigate the 
plot against my life." His story follows, because Kennedy was tipped 
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off through the Soviet Embassy in Washington that a plot against his 
life had been ordered by Allen Dulles. Donaldson's investigation was 
thwarted by the cross fire in Dallas, and he went underground on the 
entire Kennedy assassination until 1975/1976. 

The general surfaced again in 1975/1976 when he sent Senator 
Frank Church's committee two identical six-page letters in which he 

claimed knowledge of Kennedy's assassins and most importantly 

who gave the orders. To this date, neither Senator Church nor any 
member of the committee has revealed the existence br receipt of 
General Donaldson's letter. Donaldson finally revealed himself and 
his story to Oltmans on May 31, 1977 as a direct result of Oltmans ' 
involvement with the De Mohrenschildt case. Oltmans quotes Donaldson 
as fingering the De Mohrenschildt connection: "You were right that 
De Mohrenschildt was the key contact between the conspirators in 
Washington, DC and the Dallas ambush team." 

Oltmans ' evidence and his witness have been discussed in 
public before. However, with the exception of his "Good Morning, 
America" (ABC Network) appearance, little media pickup has been given 
to this subject. Oltmans fears that, like his uncovering of the 
De Mohrenschildt case, no attention will be given to the Donaldson 
allegations until his body turns up or until this elusive witness 
decides to reappear a remote possibility. 

Oltmans' article is accompanied by an insert story by 
Richard E. Sprague, photographic specialist and consultant to the 
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Select Committee on Assassinations, U.S . House of Representatives. 
Sprague concludes there were four triggermen in Dallas. Their 
pictures are reproduced in his story. He concludes that the trigger- 
men themselves are not really important. What is important are the 
names of the people who planned and commanded Kennedy ' s execution and 
who continue to mastermind its cover-up. 

Oltmans further substantiates his theory of "copy w/ 

corpse" that is, the western press' reluctance to print a.ny new 

material about figures such as De Mohrenschildt or Donaldson until 

their bodies appear by referring to a series of explosive articles 

by noted Japanese writer , Nobuhiko Ochiai, for SHUKAN BUNSHUN, a 
Japanese weekly magazine. In Oltmans' article, a 1600 word story by 
Ochiai is taken verbatim from the teleprinter of the Tokyo bureau of 
TASS, the Soviet news agency. This report appeared on September 22, 
1977. Until its reproduction in GALLERY Magazine, "not one line" of 
Ochiai ' s story has been reproduced or reported on in any of the western 
media . 

Ochiai has gathered his information on the Kennedy assassina- 
tion from over ninety trips to the United States during a fourteen-year 
period. He also writes that: 

* The late FBI director J. Edgar Hoover and former 
CIA director Allen Dulles, with the knowledge 
and approval of former President Richard M. Nixon, 
planned and instigated the assassination of 
President John F. Kennedy. The final go-ahead 
for the assassination was given by Dulles who, as 
CIA director still commanded the fierce loyalty 
of the anti-Castro agents.

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* Lee Harvey Oswald learned radar operations at 
the U.S. military base in Atsugi, Japan, and in 
1959 the CIA sent him to Russia to purposely 
divulge information about U2 reconnaissance 
flights. This was followed by the downing of 
the tJ2 flown by pilot Francis Gary Powers in 
May 1960 and the break-up of the Eisenhower- 
Khrushchev summit conference scheduled to open, 
in Paris 16 days later. 

Oltmans' story contains a recollection of the warnings 
Kennedy had of his forthcoming assassination, and adds a report of a 
similar warning to President Carter. Oltmans' fear is that, without 
Donaldson's body, no one will take his story seriously.

He is known to have 
used the name Oswald, and has been identified by Harry Dean (a CIA agent 
stationed in Mexico City) to be the "second Oswald” and to have attended 
Kennedy assassination meetings in Mexico City, October/November 1963. 
Seymour arrived in Dallas less than a week before the assassination, and 
is speculated to have fired the shot that hit John Connallv. Photo- 
graphic evidence establishes his positioning on either the 6th or 7th 
floor or the roof of the Texas School Book Depository. He was last seen 
in South America.

On the receipt of his honorary degree from Yale in 1962, President 

Kennedy quipped that now he had the best of both worlds "A 

Harvard education and a Yale degree." Willem Oltmans has added a 
new dimension to that quip with his Yale education (political science, 
1950) and the degree of his worldwide experience. 

Willem Oltmans has been an investigative journalist for over twenty- 
five years. In that time, this well-known and respected author, re- 
porter, and television commentator has become a close contact from 
the fifth estate for such lobbyist organizations and world leaders as: 
"The Club of Rome," "The World Wildlife Fund," Mrs. Indira Gandhi, 
President Sukarno of Indonesia, Patrice Lumumba, and Nikita Khrushchev. 

He has also interviewed literally hundreds of international leaders, 
economists, environmentalists, population specialists, educators, 
sociologists, and statesmen, including: U Thant, Margaret Mead, Arnold 
J. Toynbee, B.F. Skinner, President Luis Echeverria Alvarez of Mexico, 
and Prime Minister Kakuei Tanaka of Japan, among others. 

Oltmans is the author of several books, including: On Growth I (G.P. 
Putnam's Sons, New York, 1974), which treats the crisis of exploding 
population and resource depletion in a unique series of seventy inter- 
views with renowned specialists. Oltmans' On Growth II (G.P. Putnam's 
Sons, New York, 1975) continues the discussion of accelerating popula- 
tion with a series of forty-nine probing interviews. 

Oltmans is also the author of USSR In 1990 (Bruna, Amsterdam, 1976) in 
which he presents an objective European's view of the first Marxist- 
Leninist social laboratory in the world. Oltmans compiled the background 
for this work on fourteen extensive tours of the USSR from 1971 - 1976. 

Oltmans has recently been invited by ABC television to travel to Kiev 
and prepare material for a documentary film on old age (gerontology) in 
the USSR. He is also preparing an extensive work with Professor Jerman 
M. Gvishiani, the son-in-law of Prime Minister Aleksei N. Kosygin, to 
be published in the U.S. later this year. 

In the last sixteen months, Oltmans has received much attention in the 
U.S., as well as in Europe, for his startling disclosures about two 
newly discovered important links to the assassination of John F. Kennedy. 
Oltmans is the first investigator, since the Warren Commission findings, 
to pursue Count George De Mohrenschildt. Since March of 1977, Oltmans 
has released several major stories connecting De Mohrenschildt, a one- 
time close friend of Oswald, to the Dallas assassins and their Washington 
commanders . 

Oltmans has recently exposed a new witness. General Donald A. Donaldson, 
who Oltmans believes knows the true identity of the man who ordered 
Kennedy's assassination.

have spent more than a decade probing the assassination of president 
john f. kennedy. 

the amsterdam freelance said in a story published recently in 
the dutch magazine ' 'nieuwe revu' ' that he became interested in 
the case after a chance meeting in the united states with the 
mother of lee harvey Oswald, the key suspect in the kennedy 
killing . 

oltmans, in his forties, is described by the dutch reporters 
who know him well as being a man who explores angles which some- 
times get missed in the rush of news. they say he traveled 
widely and has some good contacts. 

the dutch journalist is known to have been a close friend of 
george de mohrenschildt , a dallas professor and acquaintance of 
Oswald who apparently killed himself in palm beach, florida, on 
Wednesday after learning he would be called before the u.s. 
house assassination committee. in the !'hieuwe revu 1 ' story, 
oltmans claimed de mohrenschildt told him that he felt responsible 
for Oswald's actions. however, there was no elaboration on this. 

oltmans, a prominent figure in dutch news circles for more than 
15 years, has worked on a freelance basis for television networks 
as well as for major newspapers and magazines in the netherlands.

in the nieuwe revu story, oltmans said he interviewed de mohrenschildt 
in dallas in february and the russian-born professor told him he wanted 
to tell what he knew about the kennedy assassination. 

oltmans quoted de mohrenschildt as saying he didn't want to talk in 
the united states ''because for a number of reasons i don't feel safe 
here any longer. ' ' oltmans accompanied de mohrenschildt to amsterdam 
but he later disappeared during a trip to brussels. 

asked by oltmans why he felt responsible for Oswald's actions, de 
mohrenschildt was quoted as replying: 

''just read the warren report. the moment news reached port-au- 
prince, the capital of haiti, that john f. kennedy had been shot, i 
knew with absolute certainty that Oswald had done it. i told this to the 
commission, which was chaired by gerald ford when i gave evidence. they 
read around this. nobody asked me why i was so certain.'' 
the story did not elaborate. 

oltmans has written a book on ex-president sukarno of indonesia - with 
whom he was a personal friend - and published articles on Indonesian 
affairs. he has also written investigative stories on the dutch royal 
family and soviet affairs. 

a dutch television source who knows oltmans well said he has '' excellent' 
connections and that he sometimes uncovers ' 'useful' ' material, (end)

Biography 

Colonel L. Fletcher Prouty, 
U.S. Air Force, Retired 



Colonel Prouty’s experience and background can best be summed up in 

one word special. Since his earliest days in the service 

Army ROTC at the University of Massachusetts in Amherst Prouty's 

career has been distinguished by unusual and difficult assignments 
and, most importantly, by extraordinary accomplishments. At U Mass, 
his first days in the military were spent in the Cavalry. In 1939, 
Prouty was part of a 42 man/horse unit which made the last long Cavalry 

march 650 miles round trip through Western Massachusetts to 

Northwestern Vermont. 



In June of 1941, Prouty transferred to the Armored Force, and less than 

a year after Pearl Harbor in November of ‘42 he had graduated 

flight training school. By 1943, Prouty was a member of the Africa 
Middle East Wing, Air Transport Command, and was Chief Pilot in 
Casablanca. Within twelve months, Prouty was assigned as Chief Pilot 

to the largest Air Transport Command Base Cairo. Throughout 1944, 

Prouty earned his title as Chief Pilot with numerous special missions. 
The life or death importance of these special missions, and the over- 
whelming success with which they were executed, became the then Captain 
Prouty's calling cards. 



These special missions were not simply "shoot 'em downs." They were 
always sensitive, tricky, and quasi-diplomatic in nature. One of the 
earlier missions in 1944 was the rescue of 700 B17 crew members and 
pilots in Poltava, Russia. This was followed by another special mission 
into Turkey to rescue the British commandos who had succeeded in thwarting 
the Germans at the Bosporus by destroying the Guns of Navaronne. The 
remainder of the year was highlighted by once again flying into Turkey, 
this time to break up a ring smuggling gold out of Germany. This was a 
much heralded mission in that it resulted in the arrest of several 
Americans, among them the Hollywood actor, Bruce Cabot. As the war 
began to swing in favor of the Allies, Prouty was once again assigned an 
important rescue mission. This time, he commanded the rescue operation 
which brought out 350 U.S., British, and Bulgarian pilots who had been 
shot down in Allied air raids over the German occupied Romanian oil fields 
at Ploesti. 



The following year, Prouty was transferred to the Pacific, and was among 
the first three American crews to land in Japan, at Atsugi, shortly after 
the Japanese surrender. From Japan, Prouty was assigned to Yale Univer- 
sity, where he inaugurated the first Air Force ROTC Program. In 1948, 
Prouty's Air Science s Aeronautics was an official USAF college text. By 
1949, his Guided Missiles had been added to USAF standard college reading. 

In 1950, Prouty was with the first cadre to establish the North American 
Air Defense Command. This duty was followed by several intensive courses 
of study in nuclear warfare. And by the end of that year, Prouty had 
graduated from Air Command & Staff School. Throughout the next few years 
and until December 1954, Prouty was stationed in the Far East, first as 

Manager of Tokyo International Airport a military assignment at that 

time and then as Commander of the 99th Air Transport Squadron, Tokyo.

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In 1955, Prouty graduated Armed Forces Staff College. He was immediately 
assigned to Headquarters, U.S. Air Force, at the Pentagon. There he was 
assigned the task of establishing the Air Force Focal Point Office for 

the CIA. * A CIA Focal Point Office is simply that one security-tight 

office to which the Agency exclusively turns when it needs assistance 
from any of the armed forces. In 1960, Colonel Prouty was awarded the 
Legion of Merit by General John Gerhart (Deputy Chirf of Staff, Plans & 
Operations; Headquarters, Air Force). Prouty played an instrumental role 
in supplying key services for CIA operations in the Far East, thus avoiding 
the overthrow of the government of Thailand. That year, Prouty also 
received commendations from Allen Dulles and General C.P. Cabell. It was 
also in 1960 that Prouty 's duties were expanded to encompass ail service 
branches. From this assignment at the office of Secretary of Defense, 
Prouty was reassigned in 1962 to the office of the Joint Chiefs of Staff, 
as All Services Focal Point Officer for the CIA. 

In 1963, after 23 years in the service. Colonel L. Fletcher Prouty retired. 
Over the years, Prouty has distinguished himself in banking marketing with 
several well-known banking institutions in Washington, DC. In 1973, 

Prouty ' s book. The Secret Team , was published by Prentice-Hall. During 
the following year, the book appeared in paperback, published by Ballantine 
Books. The Secret Team is an account of Prouty 's military efforts in 
conjunction with the CIA. Prouty* s work has been published in numerous 
magazines and journals, including: NEW REPUBLIC, AIR FORCE MAGAZINE, 
WASHINGTON MONTHLY, AMERICAN BANKERS ASSOCIATION, and the HARVARD BUSINESS 
REVIEW. Fletcher Prouty has also been the National Affairs Editor for 
GALLERY Magazine since August, 1975. 

Prouty has appeared on numerous national and international, TV and radio 
programs, including work with the Huntley & Brinkley team at NBC-TV, a one- 
hour documentary for CBC-TV (Canada) , a six-program series for BBC-TV 
(3ritish) , as well as a ninety-minute special for Public Broadcasting.

Following the Korean War, the Defense Department's role in relation to covert action 
became more one of providing physical support to the agency's paramilitary operations. 
Liaison between DOD and CIA was not channeled through lower levels but was handled by a 
designated DOD representative. For several years, there was some tension between the two 
agencies, because the Defense Department official was not trusted by senior acency 
personnel. In 1957, he was dismissed, and his replacement was able to ease relations 
between the two agenc i es . 







Biography 

Richard E. Sprague 



Richard E. Sprague is a pioneer in the field of electronic 
computers and a leading American authority on Electronic Funds 
Transfer Systems (EFTS) . He co-founded the Computer Research 
Corporation of Hawthorne, California in 1950 and, from 1960 to 
1968, was partner in charge of Advanced Business Systems for 
Touche, Ross, Bailey, and Smart. In 1968 he established Sprague 
Research and Consulting for Computer Information Systems Consulta- 
tion. He is currently also Consultant to the President's Commission 
on EFTS and full time consultant to Battelle Memorial Institute of 
Frankfurt, Germany. 

Mr. Sprague, in 1966, commenced an intensive program of research 
into the photographic evidence associated with the assassination 
of John Kennedy. He served a year as photographic expert advisor 
in the investigations conducted by New Orleans District Attorney 
Jim Garrison and had amassed and analyzed a majority of the known 
evidence on film by 1968 when he co-founded the Committee to 
Investigate Assassinations. He served with CTIA as an active 
researcher, board member and Secretary from 1968 to 1974. 

Following numerous radio and television appearances and extensive 
lecture tours of the United States and Canada (where slides and 
films were used to demonstrate the basic evidence of conspiracy) , 
he began, in 1974, working toward a Congressional investigation of 
all four major political assassinations and the cover-ups and links 
among these inter-related events. He was an advisor to Representa- 
tive Henry B. Gonzales (D-Texas) on House Resolution 203 which 
proposed the appointment of a committee to investigate the circum- 
stances surrounding the deaths of JFK, RFK, Martin Luther King and 
the attempt upon the life of Presidential Candidate George Wallace. 
He continued in an advisory capacity to Chief Counsel Richard A. 
Sprague for the Select Committee on Assassinations, U.S. House of 
Representatives . 

Mr. Sprague is author of ELECTRONIC BUSINESS SYSTEMS (Ronald Press) 
1962, INFORMATION UTILITIES (Prentice Hall) 1969, and a celebrated 
series of articles which appeared in COMPUTERS & AUTOMATION Magazine 
beginning in 1970. He is also the publisher and author of THE 
TAKING OF AMERICA: 1-2-3 (December 1976 and to be reprinted in 
April 1978) which is a comprehensive analysis of U.S. political, 
assassinations in the last fifteen years and the cover-up conspira- 
cies surrounding the assassinations and attempted assassinations.
